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Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed 07 October 2002 has been entered in part. Specifically, the newly 
submitted claims have not been entered, as they raise new issues that would require further 
search and/or consideration (see M.P.E.P. §§ 714.14 and 714.20). In particular, the newly added 
independent claims do not include any of the features that have previously been identified as not 
being taught or suggested by the prior art. Therefore, each of these independent claims would 
require further search and/or consideration, and have therefore not been entered. The remainder 
of the amendment was directed towards resolving the outstanding formal matters identified in the 
previous Office Action (paper no. 5, mailed 04 September 2002), and these changes have been 
entered, to place the application in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 3-5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 (now renumbered for issue as 1-2, 5-7, 3, 8, 4, and 9, 
respectively) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While Hartley et al. 
does use image analysis to classify and sort crystals, Hartley et al. fails to teach or suggest key 
features of the claimed invention. Specifically, claim 1 requires, in part, a computer processing 
unit that performs at least one of the functions of counting crystals, generating three-dimensional 
surface plots of crystals within a database, or determining crystal size by determination of the 
length of the crystal perimeter. Claim 3 requires, in part, a T-squared filter to identify at least 
one crystal. Claim 7 requires, in part, an optical fiber extending between a light source and the 
crystal. Claims 9 requires, in part, the simulation of edges of crystals missing from the image 
generated by the camera. The prior art fails to teach or suggest any of these features, in 
combination with the other limitations of the claimed invention. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
